~pon completion of a Diploma in Jazz 
Performance at Humber College in Toronto, 
Ontario, Canada, Jim spent one year as 
Assistant Director of Music (Head of Brass) 
with the Moroccan Air force Band. Jim has 
toured Europe several times and performed 
in jazz festivals and clubs across Canada 
with various ensembles and his own 
projects from duo to big band. Recordings 
featuring Jim include Silk Stockings, Donde 
esta el mercado? Tribal Unit, The Real 
Thing, The Jazz Mechanics, Current Events 
and Oxymoron, Avalon Motel, Freeflight, 
and The Big Band. 

Jim has taught small and large 
ensembles, private lessons, and courses in 
jazz pedagogy, improvisation, arranging, 
jazz theory and ear training at both the 
University of Toronto and Humber College 
and also coordinates the Humber College 
Summer Jazz Workshop. He has given 
clinics and workshops across Canada and 
the United States and has presented clinics, 
a research paper and performing groups at 
the International Association of Jazz 
Educators conferences across the U.S. He 
was also the Music Director of the Humber 
“ollege Community Music School 

4ropean Tour in July of 2000, which 
included performances at the Jazz a Vienne, 
Brienz and Montreux Jazz Festivals. 

Jim completed a Bachelor’s Degree in 
Jazz Studies in 2002 and has recently 
returned from Louisville, Kentucky having 
completed a Master’s Degree in Jazz 
Performance at the University of Louisville.

TERRY PROMANE is a freelance lower 
brass specialist who is active in jazz and 
commercial music. He appears with 
numerous Toronto-based groups including 
Rob McConnell and the Boss Brass, the 
JUNO award-winning Rob McConnell 
Tentet, The Dave McMurdo Jazz Orchestra, 
Don Thompson’s Octet, the Kieran Overs 
Tentet, and Bill King’s Radioland Jazz All- 
Stars. Terry has appeared with such 
international greats as Kenny Wheeler, Bill 
Holman, Maria Schneider, Ella Fitzgerald, 
Aretha Franklin, The Temptations, Ray 
Charles, Mel Torme, Natalie Cole, and 
many others. 

Terry Promane’s extensive work in 
musical theatre includes Show Boat, Sunset 
Boulevard, Crazy for You, Phantom of the 
Opera, Guys and Dolls, CATS, Wizard of 
Oz, Damn Yankees, The Magic of the 
Musicals (North American Tour) The Music 
of Andrew Lloyd Webber, Ragtime, Chicago, 
Jolson, Fosse, FAME, The Lion King, and 
most recently, The Producers. Terry can 
also be heard on numerous television and 
radio jingles as well as TV themes and 
feature movies. 

As a writer, Terry Promane has 
considerable experience composing and 
arranging for many groups including The 
Dave McMurdo Jazz Orchestra, The Jazz 
Cartel, The Brigham Phillips Big Band, and 
Kirk MacDonald, as well as orchestrations 
for Cadbury, Subaru and CTV News 1.
